Mr. Depew spoke of the all-pervading idea 
of the past few years of trusts, and said this 
universal effort to absorb individuals, to divide 
people into employing com panies and employes 
and to destroy com petition will inevitably end 
in disaster. Hosti.e legislation and laws of 
trade w ill leave only the legitim ate enterprises 
surviving. In the same way and from the 
same causes there have been several am bitious 
attem pts to form gigantic lum ber trusts whien 
should com bine under one central aud auto­ 
cratic authority every occupation in which 
w aee-earners could engage. 
In all such associations of trades and occu­ 
pations having nothing in common, certain 
qualities of audacity, fluency of speech and 
capacity for m anipulating caucuses aud con­ 
ventions push to the trout m any m en who 
know litt'.e of the great interests confided to 
their care. Labor m ust be as intelligent as 
capital upon its own grounds. A committee 
w hich calls upon an employer or railroad 
officer m ust know its own business as well as he 
knows his. 
Otherwise, from angry conten­ 
tions, because of iguorauce, comes m e exercise 
of brute force and violence, and tails to seen e, 
in nine cases out of ten, that which could have 
been had by intelligent presentation. 
H undreds of com m ittees of our employes 
have been to see me and I e ta safely say, alter 
the full and tree di.-eusslon w hich always took 
place, not one of them w ent out of m y office ex­ 
cept to carry back a satis, actory message to 
their constituents. 
The reason for these ready settlem ents was 
th at the m en understood their own business. 
They knew precisely w hat they w anted, and 
how m uch the compauy could afford to con­ 
cede. But in the operations of w hat I m ay call 
the labor trust I have had different experiences. 
Mr. Depew cited an instance of w here fifteen 
m en at one point of the line were ordered out 
by the Chief of their local Assembly, who was 
a shoem aker, and who took th at action because 
he had had a row with a passenger conductor. 
On another occasion, a high official in the O r­ 
der called on Mr. Depew. who soon discovered 
that he knew nothing of w hat he was talking 
about. The official confessed th at h e .n e v e r 
had been in the railw ay service in his life. 
Such representatives of organized labor, said 
Mr. Depew, bring it into disrepute, both with 
the em ployers and the public. 
A com m ittee called upon me last fall w ith a 
series of com plaints, all of w hich were quickly 
adjusted. They then m ade a dem and in behalf 
of the Locomotive Engineers. 1 inform ed tnem 
that that body could speak lor itself. They said 
their object was to break up the organization of 
Locomotive Engineers and gather into one or­ 
ganization every departm ent of the railway 
service. If the m anagem ent of the New Y'ork 
Central would recognize engineers only through 
them , this result would be brought about, and 
upon a m uch lower basis than the Brotherhood 
could adm it of, and if we did not do so they 
w u d strike aud tie up the road. 
Mr. Depew inform ed the com m ittee that they 
m ight do their worst, but in the m atter affect­ 
ing the Brotherhood, ho would recognize only 
that body. The threatened strike never came. 
Speaking of the great Central strike, Depew 
said years of sueeesstul trial of fair, frank and 
fiuitful discussions w ith the employes-of the 
New Y'ork Central had led me to believe th at a 
strike was impossible on th at road. In that 
trust he w ent abroad on his annual holiday, to 
have his hopes iudely shattered by a cablegram 
announcing a strike. But he engineers, he 
Eaid, were true to the relation w h’ch for m any 
years had been estab ished, and sustained aud 
teinvigorated my failing faith In th e .efficiency 
of any effort to m aintain satisfactory" and per­ 
m anent relations between capital aud labor. 
The citizens of New York and of the whole 
country owe to the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers a debt of gratitude for the fidelity 
a d intelligence with which they stood by their 
posts and perform ed their duties during the 
recent troubles on the New York Central. 
Depew touched on the m atter of Government 
ownership of railroads. Time does not perm it, 
he said, a discussion of the effects upon our in­ 
stitutions of the appointm ent of a m illion public 
servants being given to an adm inistration and 
m ade the t atronage of partv bosses. 
He referred to the If tter-carriers in England, 
who worked loug hours, and get 011 an average 
six dollars a week. After a vain effort for 
am elioration of their condition they struck. 
The Governm ent instantly filled their places, 
put police beside each new m an, and dispersed 
the gatherings of the old ones. In Germ any 
the Governm ent owns the railroads. A loco­ 
m otive engineer receives about 815 a m onth, 
and if he deserts his engine becomes subject to 
severe punishm ent 
Libraries have been w ritten upon labor and 
capital, but they are mostly trash. In the vary, 
iug conditions of our com plex civilization no 
general rule Eeems possible w hich w ill be ap­ 
plicable to all eases, as a relief for antagonism 
between capital and labor. Every difficulty 
m ust be solved upon its own m erits. It is just 
here th a t intelligent labor organizations, com­ 
posed only ot occupations w hich seek to secure 
a tight or redress a wrong, can get its em ployer 
upon grounds which will show m utual depend 
eucy, and promote their common benefit. It is 
here that ignorance will be incom petence on 
the one hand, and irritation and resistance on 
the other. 
The period ought to come w hen the em ployers 
in any industry shall not be arrayed in hostile 
cainps over the w hole country against their em ­ 
ployes in the same business—when com bina­ 
tions will not be of workers on the one hand 
and officials on the other against each other, 
but with good sense and w ith friendly disposi­ 
tions they shall m eet upon commom ground, 
for common good, aud an overw helm ing sense 
of common interests. 
Grand Chief Engineer A rthur was next intro­ 
duced and enthusiastically received. 
He con­ 
gratulated the Brotherhood on the healthy con­ 
dition of its affairs and said, in part: “Though 
there is a oneness of purpose, there is a diversity 
of opinion, ana we hope, during the course of 
our debates, to find an equation by w hich the 
problem of our difticu’ties and differences may 
te solved. It is by honorable action that we 
have achieved success as a labor organization, 
not by might, not by loud, boastful ass<rtions of 
what, owing to our num ber, we m ight compel 
corporations to do. No: that has not been our 
policy. We ask but fair, just dues—nothing 
more. 
If there be those who would array 
labor against capital, I am not one of them or 
w ith them . 
If there be those who regard the 
interests of labor and capital as naturally or 
properly antagonistic, I do not agree w ith them . 
The interests of labor and capital are identical, 
or, to be more accurate, reciprocal. Any argu­ 
m ent respecting the labor topic which does not 
distinctly recognize and concede the truth of 
this proposition m ust needs be fallacy, and as a 
m atter of fact it is recognized and conceded by 
all em inent authorities on the subject." 
The insurance feature of the Brotherhood 
was touched upon by the speaker. During the 
past fiscal veár the Brotherhood has paid to 
widows an<l orphans and disabled members 
S322 5000, m aking a grand total of S3 122,669. 
Addresses were also m ade by a num ber of 
delegates. 
Referring to a Chicago telegram 
stating that a party of W estern engineers had 
left for this city to cham pion the cause of ieder- 
tion. First G rand Assistant Engineer Hayes said: 
"I know nothiDg about them . We anticipate 
no trouble w hen the tim e comes for considera­ 
tion of the question of federation 
I under­ 
stand a majority o f the W estern delegates favor 
such a plan, but as to w hat the outeim e w ill be 
I will not venture an opinion."

The rem aius were escorted by 
the Justices, the Pr siiieirt and m em bers ot the 
Cabinet, and fam ily, and a few intim ate friends 
of the deceased, aud taken to the Capitol, 
where the casket was placed in th e center of 
the space in front of the bench upon which 
Justice M iller has sat so many years. The chair 
of the dead Ju-:ice was draped in black, and 
the flowers sent by friends aud associates were 
placed along the railing near the bench. Tne 
President sent a handsom e design of crossed 
swoids, onc.rcled bj; a wreath, seats were re­ 
served for the family, the Justices, tl.e Presi­ 
dent and m em bers of his Cabinet aud the attcr- 
nevs practi' ing before the Court. 
The President and Mrs. H arrisouíent ab ean ti 
fill design consisting oi two crossed swords in 
w hite cosmos Sowers, encircled by a w reath of 
lilies, valley roses and purple orchids. The 
card attached to them was inscribed : "W ish the 
deep and sincere sym pathy of the President 
aud Mrs. Harrison." Mrs. H arrisoa also sent a 
floral anchor. 
Resting against the Supreme 
Court bench im m ediately in front ot the casket 
was a large book in immortelles, on a bank of 
feius, inscribed, "The loviug rem em brance of 
the Lady Managers of the Garfield H ospital," of 
w hich the dead m an was a warm friend and 
patron. There were also floral tributes from 
the law school of the National University, of 
w hich Justice Miller for m any years has been 
Chancellor, from Secretary Noble, Chiet Justice 
Fuller aud a num ber of o th tr frituas. 
The President was ac.om panied by Mrs. 
Harrison aud by Secretary and Mrs. Blaine, 
Secretary and Miss W indom, Secretary Tracy 
and Secre’ary and Mrs. Noble, Attorney-Gen­ 
eral and Mrs. Miller, Secretary aud Mrs. Rusk, 
and Private Secretary Halford. 
The others in 
the Court room were ex-Attorney-General Gar­ 
land, Senators Manderson and Paddock, Solicitor 
General Taft. Assistant Attorney-General Maury, 
Chief Justice Bermudez, ot Louisiana, and 
Judge Sidney Dillon. 
A few m inutes after the arrival of the Presi­ 
dent the funeral cortege arrived at the Capitol 
Irom the residence of the late Justice. 
The 
fuueral procession, headed by the officiating 
clergym an, entered the Capitol hv the east en ­ 
trance and the Court-room through the m ain 
door. The Justices of the Court and Justice 
Strong, who is ou the retired list, followed the 
clergym an and seated them selves on the left of 
the casket, w hich was borne in by active pall­ 
bearers. 
The family then passed in. Mrs. M iller was 
supported to a chair at the right of tho coffin 
by her daughter. Irene Miller. Mrs. Touzaiin 
aúd MissCorkhill, daughter and granddaugntcr 
of Jus’ice Miller, were im m ediately behind 
them and, with Mrs. P.eeves and Mr. and Mrs. 
Adams, were seated in the first row to th e right 
of the casket. 
The other mem bers of the funeral party con­ 
sisted of Mr. and Mrs. Lewis Davis. Mrs. Mc­ 
K inney, Miss Perry and Miss Kate Perry, Mr. 
and Mrs. Thomas, Mrs. Page, Mr. Jam es aud 
Mi. Woolworth of Om aha aud the ladies of the 
fam ilies of the Supreme Court Justices. 
The services opened w ith th esingiug of the 
hvm u ' Abide With Me,” by a quartet of male 
voices.

In casting about 
for a suitable phrase to appropriately describe 
the m an, Dr. B artlett said he had selected this: 
“A great Am erican m an." 
Manhood was his 
quality above all others. He was em inently 
hum ane and hum an. He was labeled ali over 
w ith the qualities of his country and his people. 
The heads of all present were then bowed for 
a* m om ent w hile Dr. B artlett prayed "God to 
comfort those who have been bereaved by 
Justice M iller's death." 
Mrs. M iller was deeply moved, and w hen the 
ceremonies were over, Mr. McKenney, Clerk of 
the Court, and her son escorted her irom the 
cham ber. The others soon followed, and all 
w ent to their homes, leaving the casket in the 
room 
At 7:40 to-night a train bearing the rem aius 
left the city for Keokuk, Iowa, accom panied by 
the fam ily aud a few friends—Chief Justice 
Fuller, Justice Brewer, M arshal W right, Mr. 
Faust, Justice M iller's page, aud a lew others.

W a s h in g t o n , Cctober 16th — One of the most 
im portant events that ever occurred in the his­ 
tory of Am erican naval progress took place to­ 
day at the Navy D epartm ent in the 'orm of a 
conference between representatives of the Gov­ 
ernm ent aud leading ship-builder» and steel 
m auutacturers of the country. In regard to the 
ways aud m eans to be adopted iu the ruture tor 
tue better and quicker advancem ent ot work 
now ou hand aLd the im provem ent of the gen­ 
eral m ethods of the work. 
It has been apparent for some t'm e th at there 
has not been as m uch progress m ade at the 
building of the new navy as there should have 
been, delays of m onths frequently occurring 
that had no cpoareut necessity. In various 
ways it was indicated th at w hat was needed 
was a more thorough understanding between 
the three factors interested—the Governm ent, 
builders and m aterial m e n -a more generally 
homogeueous union of these elem ents so far as 
to produce the best results possible. 
This condition of affairs was brought to the 
attention of the Secretary during the summer, 
and after several consultations w ith the officers 
on duty in the Departm ent, he decided to c ill 
representatives of the ship builders and steel­ 
m akers to a deliberative and advisory confer­ 
ence, iu order to detect the difficulty and pro­ 
vide the remedy. 
The con'erenee was presided over by an offi­ 
cial representative of the Secretary, and was at­ 
tended by the following gentlem en: Represent­ 
ing the Governm ent, Chief Constructor Wilson, 
with Naval Constructors Hickborn, M intenye, 
Bo*les, Nixon and Taylor, Eugiueer-in-Chief 
Melville and Captain iieard and Lieutenant 
Curtis; Palm er, Jr. & Co. of New Y'ork. repre­ 
senting the steel firms of Messrs. Davenport A 
Jacques and the Bethlehem Iron Works ot Beth 
lehem ; of the Steel Board representing the ship­ 
builders, Charles Cramp of Philadelphia; Irviug 
M. Scott of tbe Union Iron Works, San F ran­ 
cisco; F. R. Duboisque ol the Samuel D. Moore 
Company, Elizabetbport, N. J.; General Hyde of 
the Bath iron Works; W. T. M alster of the Co­ 
lum bian Iron Works, Baltimore; Harrison Lor- 
in g o f Boston and Mr. P alm ero! lennsylvauia;

For Northern California—Fair weather; winds 
generally westerly; stationary temperature, ex­ 
cept cooler in western Nevada and the central 
portion of Northern California. 
For Southern California—Fair weather; winds 
generally westerly; cooler in the western por­ 
tion, nearly stationary temperature in the east­ 
ern portion. 


DEMOCRATIC MISREPRESENTATION. 


The \ oung Men’s Democratic League of 
San Francisco is sending throughout the 
State a card purporting to prove that the 
Republican party is not the friend of ballot 
reform, and that the Democratic party is 
its most ardent champion. 
The “proof” given is a selected list of 
State Legislatures in which it is claimed 
more Republicans voted at some time 
against the Australian system, than Dem­ 
ocrats, and that more of the latter than the 
former, by considerable majorities, ad­ 
vocated the adoption of the reform ballot 
law. 
This is a disingenious showing. 
It lacks 


the essential elements of the whole truth, 
and a complete exhibit. The card, for in­ 
stance, does not show that in the earhtr 
presentation of the system to Americans, 
when it was not well understood, and was 
crude, the division of sentiment among the 
people arose from the detailed methods of 
the schemes, sime ten or twelve of which 
were advocated. 
In rare instances only 
was there announced or reserved opposition 
to a secret ballot. That is, there has not 
as any time been, save by one or two Legis­ 
latures where there was a Republican 
majority, animosity to the reform. 
The truth is that the system was born in 
this country of Republican suggestion and 
received its initial vigor from advocacy by 
the Republican party. 
In this State the only presentation of the 
reform to the Legislature was repulsed by 
a Democratic majority. 
The Federated 
Trades’ bill of 1889 was, it is true, 
advocated by the Young Men’s Dem­ 
ocratic League of San Francisco, but 
it was 
antagonized and 
defeated 
by 
th e 
Democratic 
party and 
the 
boss 
influence, 
in 
opposition 
to 
which 
th e League was primarily instituted. The 
R e c o rd -U n io x pointed out errors and 
dangers in the Federated Trades’ original 
bill. 
These were confessed and the bill so 
amended as to avoid them. In that form 
th e Democrats in the Legislature refused 
to give it even ordinary consideration, and 
its promoters were treated with almost in­ 
sulting coolness. 
None are better aware of these facts 
than the members of the Young Men’s 
Democratic League, which saw fit to com­ 
mend through its officers the position of 
the R e c o rd -U n io n upon the question. 
Yet this same League puts at the foot of 
the card referred to a note declaring that 
the Republican party has ignored the re­ 
form, while the Democratic Convention 
has pledged its candidates to its support. 
The San Jose Convention did rush with 
hot haste into the ballot reform ranks, 
seeing in that action some possible partisan 
gain. 
For similar reasons the same party 
became the radical advocate for free and 
unlimited coinage of silver, notwithstand­ 
ing the fact that in its previous campaigns 
and conventions it had declared unequivo­ 
cally against silver. 
It was unnecessary for the Republican 
Convention to extend its too lengthy plat­ 
form by announcement of the friendship of 
that party for the secret ballot, since it is 
a matter of history that championship of a 
free secret ballot system and the perfect 
protection of the voter in the untram­ 
meled exercise of the elective franchise, 
has been and is one of the cardinal princi­ 
ples of the party, and since it has not at 
any time opposed or failed to champion 
measures to make that doctrine the law of 
the land. 
The misleading statistical card of the 
league is false and cunningly deceptive in 
several important particulars. It gives 
for instance, votes in 1887 and 1888 in 
the New York Legislature upon some par­ 
ticular ballot reform bills, but omits the 
record of both of the vetoes of the measure 
by Governor Hill, a Democrat. 
The 
Legislature of New York is Republican 
and, as such, twice passed the reform bill. 
Again, the league omits the record of 
the adoption of the reform system in Mas­ 
sachusetts in 1888, in Wisconsin in 1887, 
in Montana in 1889 and in other States 
by Republican Legislatures. 
If the Young Men’s Democratic League 
has determined to go into the business of 
projecting statistics into the State cam­ 
paign upon the record of the Democratic 
and Republican parties on ballot reform, 
it will find itself in very deep water. 
It 
is not denied that Democratic Legislatures 
have passed with approval upon the secret 
ballot system, but to assert that the ma­ 
jority of votes in the Legislatures of the 
States against ballot reform upon a fair 
testing of issues, have been cast by Re­ 
publicans is to falsely represent the record 
of fact. To say that the first and most 
persistent enemy of ballot reform has been 
the Democratic party, until quite recently, 
when it shifted to the “popular” side, is to 
simply state a matter of political history. 


T h e Overland Monthly expresses its grat­ 
ification that the award for the Lick His­ 
to ric a l Monument was made to a sculptor, 
instead of to any of the many decorators, 
architects, middlemen and founders who 
subm itted designs. Perhaps in this day 
and age of money and hard and cold com- 
.m ercial push th e expressed gratification of 
th e magazine is justified. 
But it is very 
difficult indeed to conceive of such an 
aw ard being made to any other than a 
sculptor. 
The Lick gift, by its termsi 
clearly indicates the intention of the donor 
to have been the erection of a monument 
o f th e sculptor’s art, not a pile which 
should l>e the result of the decorator’s in­ 
genuity, the architect’s skill or the found­ 
er’s copying. 
It was intended that Cali- 
lomia’s historical monument should be 
mainiv statuary, and very little indebted 
to architecture. Had the Trustees awarded 
6uch a work to other than a designer and 
creator of statuary it would have violated 
the spirit of the gift and have stricken ; 
originality out of the scheme.

B. HUMES CAPTURE OF 
DORSET 
AND SHINN.

TTarden Aull of the Folsom State Prison 
and Captains E A. Reddy and C. N. Fish 
of the San Quentin 8tate Prison came np 
from San Francisco last evening. The two 
latter went at once to the Governor's office 


to secure inquisitions on the Govéfüór of 
Illinois for Charles H. Thorne, alias Dor­ 
sey, and George H. Shinn, and lift on the 
m idnight train for Chicago, where the two 
desperadoes are under arrest. They will 
bring them back and return them to their 
cells in the San Quentin prison, whence 
they escaped on the 1st of December, 1887. 
Dorsey and Shinn are two of the most 
notorious desperadoes with which the offi­ 
cers of this State have had to deal for 
m any years. On September 1,1879, Thorne 
and a man named Patterson stopped the 
Moore’s F lat stage-coach while it was on 
its way from Moore's Flat to Nevada City. 
They 
presented 
two cut-off shot guns, 
loaded with buckshot, at the heads of the 
driver and passengers and compelled all to 
get out of the stage and stand in a row on 
the road. Among the passengers was an 
elderly banker of Moore's Fiat, named 
W illiam Cummings, who had $8 000 or 
$10,000 worth of gold 1ms, which he was 
taking to Nevada City. 
Thorne stood 
guard while Patterson gathered up the 
spoils. 
When he came to Cummings, the 
old man resisted, exclaiming: “ This is my 
property and you can’t have it.” 
He 
grappled with Patterson, and the two rolled 
over and over on the ground. Thorne 
walked 
along the liue of 
passengers, 
deliberately placed his gnn to Cummings’ 
head and blew the whole top of his head 
off, killing him instantly. The horrified 
passengers offered no further resistance, 
and the robbers, after taking everything of 
value, departed. 
A lthough the officials scoured thecountrv 
far and near, the desperadcei essaped. 
Nearly a year elapsed before anything was 
heard of them , and then it was when Thorne 
was arrested by Captain Lees of the San 
Francisco detective 
force 
and 
Captain 
Charles Aull, now W arden at the State 
Prison at' Folsom. Thorne was arrested at 
Union City, Indiana, where he had a fine 
saloon. Patterson, the other robber, was 
found at the same lim e in the State Prison 
at St. Louis, Missouri. 
Both criminals 
were returned to this Slate and tried in Ne­ 
vada City for murder. 
Patterson was 
found guiltv and was hanged at Nevada 
City on February 1, 1884. 
In the case of 
Thorne an obstinate juror "hung out” and 
the other jurors were obliged to compro­ 
mise. 
Thorne was sentenced to life im ­ 
prisonm ent in San Quentin. 
Shinn was sentenced on the ISth of July, 
1882, in Placer county, to serve twelve 
years, eight m onths and ten days in the 
State Prison at San Quentin, haviue been 
convicted of an assault with intent to com­ 
m it robbery. During the previous year he, 
in company with four other men named 
Mason, Steinsgle, Rogers and Frazier, who 
had been mining near Iowa Hill, made an 
attem pt to rob the east bound overland 
train at Cape Horn. They drew the spikes 
oat of the fish-plates and moved the rails 
in so that when the train came along it ran 
oil the track. Two of the men covered the 
engineer and fireman with shotguns, while 
the others attacked the express car. The 
messenger got down his rifie and refused to 
open the door and the robbers became 
frightened and fled. 
They were subsequently arrested, and 
Mason turned State’s evidence. Steinagle, 
after two trials, was convicted and sen­ 
tenced to fourteen years in San Quentin. 
W hen the trial of Shinn came on, Steinagle 
was brought from San Quentin to Auburn 
as a witness, but when w ithin a hundred 
yards of the Auburn jail he escaped from 
Sheriff Boggs and his son. Though he 
had haudcufls on, he made good his es­ 
cape, and has never been recapiured. Shinn 
was subsequently convicted and sentenced, 
as stated. 
Rogers and Frazier were subse­ 
quently acquitted, after two juries failed to 
agree, and the latter was afterwards killed 
by the explosion of a thrashing-machine 
engine. 
W bile in San Quentin Shinn and Thorne 
became good friends. Late in the after­ 
noon of December 1, 1887, Shinn, who was 
a prison trusty, was driving a team out of 
the yard. Over the wagon was a tarpaulin, 
under which Thorne hid. Shinn drove out 
of the gate toward the old terry-landing, 
and, when clear of the inclosure, the two 
men fled. A heavy rain-storm and the 
darkness aided the escapes. A day or so 
later a row-boat which belonged at San 
Quentin was found across the bay on the 
Contra Costa shore, showing which way 
the escapes had undoubtedly fled. 
For nearly two years after their escape 
the officers could find no trace of them. J. 
B. Hume, Wells, Fargo A Co.’s chief de­ 
tective, was constantly on the look-out for 
them , and abont a year ago he commenced 
to find what he thought to be evidence of 
their handiwork in three or four stage rob­ 
beries. Three weeks ago he went to W ar­ 
den Aull and told him that he was satisfied 
that he was on the trail of the two desper­ 
adoes, and that he would probably b3g his 
game at Chicago, for which place he left at 
once, leaving Warden Aull to look out for 
things at this end. He had satisfied him ­ 
self that Dorsey and Shinn first made their 
way to Chicago, where they remained for 
some time, and then returned to this State, 
where they committed numerous robberies, 
H e believes they spent last winter in a 
cabin on the banks of the American river, 
just outside the lim its of this city, and 
committed several m inor offenses here. 
W hen he left California the men were still 
in this State, bat they returned to Chicago, 
just as he expected they would, and he now 
has them both safely locked up there. A 
better piece óf detective work has never 
been done in this State, and the veteran 
officer has added another leaf to his crown 
of laurels.

The police officers who were appointed 
under the Act of 18S9, authorizing the in­ 
crease of Sacramento's police force—and 
which Act was recently declared unconsti­ 
tutional by the Supreme Court—have de­ 
cided to make another effort to get their 
money. 
Another test case is to be made, and yes­ 
terday Amos Agner, one of the unpaid 
officers, filed papers through his attorney, 
Charles T. Jones, in the Superior Court in 
a suit against the city. H e claims that 
$1,700 is due him from the city as salary 
for seventeen months. 
It is stated that this soit will be based on 
the fact that the Supreme Court, in its 
recent decision, did not touch upon the 
question of salaries, but simply declared 
the Act unconstitutional. Fifteen officers 
are interested in the suit.

He had overloaded with too 
much whisky and staited up the road, and was 
struck by a special, but was thrown from the 
track uninjured. He got up and proceeded on 
up the road, and on a sharp curve was run over 
by the regular passenger train and killed.
